lage  of  B - a  neat  and  elegant 

place,  indicating  by  every  external 
evidence  a  state  of  prosperity  and 
wealth.  I  noticed,  however,  that 
no  lofty  spire  rose  above  the  other 


buildings  {  no  temple  of  worship 
associated  with  the  pleasing  proa- 
pects  of  t^e  place  the  idea  of  devo¬ 
tion.  The  busy  conversation  of 
my  comnuiieas  on  the  wealth, 
merchandise,’  and  trade  of  the 
place  gave  me  na  opportunity  to 
inquire  as  i  wished  into  the  reli¬ 
gious  and  mural  state  of  the  peo- 
ple-- until  at  the  distance  of  some 
miles,  we  approached  a  large  and 
decayed  building,  which,  on  first 
view ,  appeared  to  betlie  crumbling 
remains  of  a  church.

Jan  6.  Our  preasing  need  of 
inorc  assistant  missionaries,  was 
made  a  subject  of  conversation 
and  prayer.  While  together,  we 
resolved  to  request  the  Pruden- 
iial  committee  to  send  to  this  sta¬ 
tion  such  fellow  helpers,  as  can 
aid  us  in  our  most  important  la¬ 
bors  :-^yiz.  a  blacksmith,  a  shoe¬ 
maker,  who  is  also  a  tanner  and 
currier,  a  tailor,  or  tailoress,  a 
cook,  two  farmers,  a  house  car¬ 
penter  and  joiner,  an  evangelist, 
and  a  physician.  Great  expense 
is  incurred,  and  great  inconven¬ 
ience  sutt'ered  from  the  wantof  the 
above  persons. 

20.  This  day  the  boys,  under 
brother  Bard  well’s  care,  complet¬ 
ed  the  chopping  on  the  new  field 
containing  15  or  18  acres.  This 
work  has  been  almost  entirely 
performed  by  about  30  boys,  w’ho, 
in  addition,  nave  split  many  rails, 
rolled  up  logs  into  heaps,  and  cut 
nearly  all  the  firewood,  which  we 
have  used  this  winter.  We  feel 
very  much  encouraged,  by  our 
present  success,  to  hope  that  much 
may  be  done  here  on  missionary 
ground,  to  meet  our  ordinary  ex¬ 
penses.  ' 

March  7.  Another  little  girl 
the  Lord  has  this  day  put  into  our 
hands.  The  Choctaws  are  too 
indifferent  to  the  education  of 
their  daughters,  while  they  are  all 
alive  to  that  of  their  sons.

n»  sixtli  annireriary  of  this  society  was  ' 
celebrated  on  the  24th  of  April.  The 
following  notices  from  the  abstract 
of  U>e  report  show  that  the  labors  of 
the  society  have  been  crowned  with 
signal  success. 

This  society  numbers  forty 
schools:  thirty-seven  are  in  Uie  , 
city,  and  have  sent  in  reports.  To 
give  the  whole  of  these,  or  even 
all  the  interesting  facts  contained 
in  them,  would  engross  too  much 
of  the  time  allotted  to  the  interest¬ 
ing  exercises  of  this  day.  The 
Committee  therefore,  with  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  Superintendents,  will 
proceed  to  give  a  brief  summary 
of  the  good  which  has  been  effect¬ 
ed  by  means  of  this  society  during 
six  years,  that  tlicy  !>:ive  been  per¬ 
mitted  to  labor  in  this  part  of  the 
I  criiV  viof^ard. 


M’c  cannot  exactly  state  the 
number  of  teachers  and  Scholars 
engaged  in  the  schools  since  their 
commencement,  but  at  present  in 
those  reported,  there  are  2,752 
scholars  under  the  immediate  in¬ 
struction  of  478  teachers,  and  are 
regularly  visited  by  a  committee 
composed  of  about  thirty  members. 
Upwards  of  a  thousand  scholars 
have  been  brought  from  the  alpha¬ 
bet,  to  read  the  word  of  God  ;  and 
a  much  greater  number  from  sylla¬ 
bles  to  reading  fluently :  33,772 
chapters  averaging  thirty  verses 
each,  have  been  committed  to  me¬ 
mory,  with  divine  son^,  cate¬ 
chisms,  hymns  and  M%owell’.s 
Questioils  innumerable.  Tlie  seed 
thus  sown  in  fhith  has  given  evi¬ 
dence  that  it  hhs  been  watei^fcd  by 
the  dews  of  divine  grace,  by  142 
scholars  makinga  public  profession 
of  religion.  When  a  sufficient 
number  of  pious  teachers  have  not 
ottered,  the  services  of  those  of  se¬ 
rious  deportment  have  been  ac¬ 
cepted  ;  193  of  these,  being  in  the 
way,  the  Iiord  hath  led  to  my  hold 
on  the  hope  set  before  them  in  the 
Gospel,  and  sweetly  to  experience 
the  truth  of  the  promise,  tnat  they 
that  water  shall  themselves  be  wa¬ 
tered.

Extract  of  a  ktter  from  Randolph  to  the 
Editor,  dated.  May  131,  1822. 

The  work  of  refonnation  in  this 
town  still  progresses  with  much 
rapidity.  The  prospects  are  very 
flattering,  and  our  hearts  are  al¬ 
most  every  day  made  glad  by  the 
news  of  the  salvation  of  a  sinner. 
The  youth  appear  at  present  to  be 
more  sensibly  affected  than  the 
older  class.  Children  begin  to 
sing  hosannahs  to  the  Son  of  ilavid, 
whue  tlie  aged  sinner  is  disposed 
to  rebuke  them  and  remain  stupid, 
tho  there  are  now  but  few  of  this 
description,  for  the  grace  of  God 
has  sanctified  the  hearts  of  some 
of  the  most  stubborn  and  impeni¬ 
tent.  Glorious  things  are  spoken 
of  Zion  in  this  town,  and  also  in 
other  towns.  You  have  doubtless 
heard  of  the  work  of  grace  com¬ 
menced  in  Royalton,  which  at  pre¬ 
sent  is  very  encouraging.  Surely 
the  arm  of  the  Lord  is  not  short¬ 
ened  that  he  cannot  save  sinners, 
neither  his  ear  heavy  that  he  will 
not  hear  prayers  offered  in  behalf 
of  his  kingdom. 


The  number  of  Tracts  issued 
from  the  depository  of  the  London 
Religious  Tract  Society,  during 
the  year  1821,  is  nearly  five  mill¬ 
ions.  In  the  same  time,  it  has 
established  above  fifty  new’  auxil¬ 
iaries  and  depots.  Its  grants  of 
money  for  the  printing  and  distri¬ 
bution  of  Tracts  in  other  epun- 
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i  tries,  have  been  very  considerable. 
Its  disbursements  tor  the  year  en¬ 
duing  in  March  last,  were  53,333 
dollars. 

A  Religious  Tract  and  Book  So* 
oiety  is  in  successful  operation  in  j 
Ireland  ;  and  in  all  the  principal 
cities  of  Scotland,  a  great  degree 
ol  zeal  is  manifested  in  support¬ 
ing  similar  institutions.  Religious 
Tract  Societies  are  organized  in 
Amsterdam,  in  Zeist,  and  at  Ham¬ 
burg.  Great  eftbrts  are  making 
in  Prussia,  Russia,  Sweden,  and 
Finland,  in  the  circulation  of  Reli¬ 
gious  Tracts.  Dr.  Pinkerton 
states,  that  at  St  Petersburgh  in 
Russia,  no  less  than  26  tracts  have 
been  published  from  the  writings 
of  the  metropolitan  Michael.  In 
Moscow  one  gentleman  has  print¬ 
ed  13  tracts  at  his  own  expense  ; 
and  about  40  of  the  best  tracts  in 
the  English  language  have  been 
translated,  and  extensively  circu¬ 
lated  in  Russia.  And  it  is  said 
that  the  Finnish  Tract  Society 
promises  to  rival,  in  zeal  and  use- 
lulness,  the  Evangelical  Society  of 
Stockholm.  This  looks  like  an 
obedience  of  the  precept, — Con¬ 
sider  one  another,  to  provoke 
uuto  love  and  good  works. 

The  Bellary  Society,  in  British 
India,  in  their  distribution  for  the 
last  year  of  which  w'e  have  infor¬ 
mation,  circulated  10,00U  English 
and  native  Tracts.  So  much  Lad 
the  inhabitants  entered  into  the 
spirit  of  this  undertaking,  that  30 
or  40  native  children  had  come  for¬ 
ward  to  form  themselves  into  a 
"Xative  Juvenile  Tract  Society.’’^ 
In  China,  several  useful  tracts  are 
circulated  in  the  language  of  that 
country,  and  several  were  prepar¬ 
ing  for  the  press.— London  pap.

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Foreign  newt'nf  «  few  d^ji  later  date, 
than  we  have  before  publiibed,  ha*  been 
received.  Tho  its  reneral  aspect  it  por¬ 
tentous  of  war,  stiTl  no  declaration  to 
that  effect  has  been  nrcerred  at  coming 
front  either  the  Russian*  or  the  Turks. 
The  Porte  appear*  to  be  making  every 
preparation  to  defend  bit  dominions— 
and  great  enthutia«in  prevails  among  all 
classes  of  hi*  subjeots  to  preserve  and 
maintain  their  religion  and  their  country. 
The  follower*  of  Mahomet  are  numerous 
and  tired  with  uncommon  seal  ;  they 
have  imbibed  a  deadly  hatred  towards 
all  Christians,  and  will  in  case  of  war 
commence  the  conflict  with  sanguinary 
asudiiity.  Their  military  knowledge  i* 
very  circumscribed,  and  tho  they  may  in 
the  flrat  ona(.‘t  gain  partial  advantages, 
they  have  not  the  requisite  skill  to  main¬ 
tain  themselves  against  the  superior  mili¬ 
tary  science  of  the  Russians.  The  art  of 
war  has  received  great  improvements 
within  the  last  twenty  years,  and  the 
Russians  have  availed  themselves  of  all 
the  additional  knowledge  svhich  has  been 
thrown  upon  it,  while  tin  Turks  remain 
as  they  were,  at  least  half  a  century 
behind  their  neighbors.
